Jri(jida, a northern form of the species. Eater I found the var. frirjida 
abundantly in an adjoining fu'ld, and then in another some three 
milt s thst.uit, indicating that it is not vt'ry uncommon here. 

As Professors hernald ami Wiegand in their revision of the group 
m Rhodoka for I'\4>ruary, 1013, give eastern Maine as the southern 
limit of this variety, tlu* discovery of it in Wolfeboro makes a con¬ 
siderable .southern e.xtension of the range, anti it may be e.xpected 

in Nev' Hampshire and Maine. Specimens have been
